AWARD 


An Industrial Dispute existing between the above parties was referred 
to this Tribunal for adjudication by Government of Kerala as per order 
No. G. O. Rt. 1200/75 /LBR dated 22-10-1975 . The issues referred are the 
following: 
« 1 . Non -employment of M /s. P. K. Sugunan , and D. K. 

Subramonian , and 
2. Their wages during the period when they were kept out of 

employment. 
2. The unjon says that Sri K. A. Kumaran was running a workshop 
for manufacturing Nilavilakku and other items using stainless steel. 
Sri Sugunan was employed there from 1965 and his service was terminated 
on 18-4-1975 . At that time he was getting a daily wage of Rs. 7. 
Sri Subramonian was. employed from 1967 and his service wa also 
terminated on the same day and at that time he was getting a daily wage of 
Rs. 9. They joined the trade union and that is the only reason for this 
illegal termination . The proprietor did not even participate in the concilia 
tion conferences. Hence the workers are entitled to be reinstated with back 
wages. 

2. The proprietor says that he was getting waste stainless steel sheet 
from a shop at Emakulam and he was making Nilavilakku of different 
types. There was a fixed rate for each item and after ineeting the entire 
expenses of these persons and himsell he used to distribute the balance 
among all. There was no workshop as such. His son , nephew and himself 
were all working there and he stopped it some 34 years back. Subsequently 
his son went on with this work and these persons were not regularly 
employed . His son was not having sufficient work to engage these persons 
regularly . They were not denied employment and it is not true that they 
joined in 1967. Actually they joined the union long after the cessation of 
work . The proprietor is only a Kudikidappukaran and he is not financially 
sound enough to run a workshop as stated by the union . They are not 
Entitled to any relief. He is not doing any work now connected with 
stainless steel., 

3. There is a replication filed by the union and therein they repeat 
what all they have stated earlier. 

4. Sugunan speaks the case generally. In this workshop hie has been 
doing the polishing work . They were having electric motor, Die set etc. 
Employment is denied only because of their joining the union . In cross it 
is admitted that the relatives of the proprietor also used to work along with 
them . Formerly there were about 8 persons. Now there are only two 
persons. They have got a factory licence in the name of the proprietor. 
Workshop is in the building adjacent to the residential house of the 
proprietor .

5 . The other worker is. WW2. " He speaks in support of what has 
been stated by the union in their statement. In cross he says that there 
were 7 persons wben he left the establishment. But there are only two 
persons now . One of them is the nephew of the proprietor. The other 
persons were discharged after Itis discharge. 

6. WW3 is the Secretary of the union who speaks in support of the 
statement, WW4 says that he knows both the parties and when the service 
was terminated he asked the proprictor to employ them . But he did not 
do so. There were about 5 to 8 persons working there. In cross he says 
that he does not know what type ofwork they were doing in the workshop . 
He went there about 5 to 6 months back . At that time there were no 
workers. He does not know about the financial capaciy of the proprietor. 
The workers and the proprictor are all inembers of the same political party . 
He is an employee of the FEDO . 

7. MWI is the proprictor. He is a " Kudikidappukaran havi , ..) 
financial capacity to meet the demandsput forth by the union . He used to 
get stainless steel sheets and from his house he used to make Nilavilakkus .. 
They never used to have regular employment. His son and nephew are the 
usual workers. There was no question of any regular payment of daily 
wages to these employees. The payment depeaded on the type of article 
manufactured . He did not get the necessary sheets and his son used to take 
it afterwards. Now he is also notworking for th : last two years. Nobody 
said that the workers joined the union . The entire case is set up for political 
reasons. All of them belonged to the saine political party . Now he has 
resigned from it and hence this casc . He would say in cross-examination 
that he has not maintained any document to show that he has run this 
workshop. He was a four míll but it is not now working. He has no 
grocery store now . His son is now selling milk and he owns a " C " class 
shop and he is not doing any work connected with stainless steel. 

8. MW2 says that he is a neighbour of Mi. There was no 
workshop working there in the house of Sri Kumarz . There used to be 
some work occasionally ; but now that is also stopped . 

9. MW3 is another neighbour. He also supports the plea raised by . 
MW2. 

10 . Here is a case where there is only oral evidence. There is dispute 
even about the . very nature of the industry which the union alleges was 

owned and operated by Sri Kumaran . He is a Kudikidappukaran .who 
• along with his relatives was running some sort of cottage industry like 

activity in which these 2 persons were also employed . The evidence on 
record of the workers now clearly establish that there ar. only about 2 
persons now working whereas the proprietor would say that it is not 
functioning at all. There is dispute about everything in this case , i. e. the 
nature of the industry, length of service, wages paid , etc.. 

11. First I am taking up the nature of industry. There is no evidence to 
show that hewas using his own raw material andmaking and selling a ny article 


Both parties agree that he was getting sheets and he was executing orders as 
per the specification of the suppliers of steel sheets and he received a 
stipulated rate. So the nature of work depended on the amount of steel 
sheets he got from the supplier . There is no document whatsoever about 
these transactions. Then there is the way in which they have worked . It is 
in evidence that Kumaran s relatives used to work there and these persons 
were called to work along with them . The allegation is that this was a 
workshop adjacent to the house of the proprietor. He is a Kudikidappu 
karan . Within a Panchayat- or Corporation anybody having any such 
thing has to obtain a licence to run it. The union workers did not say that 
this proprietor has taken out any such thing . It is in evidence that the 
work was stopped somewhere in 1975. The proprietor also admits that 
these persons were employed in connection with this work . WW4 who is at 
present a telephone operator of F.A.C.T. (FEDO ) says that he had also 
intervencd . His evidence would show that thesc persons were working 
there for sometime. According to him for about 4 to 5 years they were 
working there. His evidence would show that it is not functioning as it was 
functioning formerly ... The workers would also say that the labour strength 
has been considerably reduced . The two persons now working are probably 
the son and nephew . Somehow they have to exist and that cannot be said 
to be a continuity of the industry . So I find that the industry is not 
functioning as it was functioning formerly. 

12. The proprietor says that they stopped it some 3 } years back . 
This has not been seriously challenged . The only thing that can be said is 
that they were working for sometime. For that sole reason they are to be 
paid compensation . In the absence of sufficient materials I find that they 
should be paid one month s wages to each of these workers for the service 
rendered as compensation . It has to be paid at the rate of 7 for Sugunan 
and Rs. 9 for Subramonian per day . 
pass this award as stated above .

The existing provision contained in para 123 of the Kerala Public 
• Works Department Code shall be revised and read as follows: 

“ 123. Method (i) is adopted as far as possible after calling for tenders 
and in case where there is no response for the tender call or where the 
lowest offer cannot be accepted duly recording the reasons for not accepting 
the lowest offer by the Officer concerned . This will be done under piece 
work system as far as possible . In case the above procedure cannot be 
adopted the local officer may be authorised to do the work directly employ 
ing labour subject to the conditi ns that the overall expenditure would be 
limited to the overall amount fixed by the competent authority . The 
purchase of materials or tools and plant and machinery is governed by the 
G. 1868 . 


stores purchase rules, in Appendix 13 to the Travancore Financial 
and Account Code Volume II. In urgent cases, purcha:c ofmaterials may 
bemade by the officer in -charge of the work from open market without 
inviting quotation subject to a monetary limit of Rs. 250 (Rupees two 
hundred and fifty only) at a time. Relaxation in the usage of materials 
such as bricks, sand , metal, cement etc. upto 5 % may be admitted. 
Incidental expenses not exceeding 1 % of the total cost of the work may be 
allowed on certificates of payments made by the officers concerned .”
